Finally, the law¬ 
yer's connections are more or less 
capitalistir* He is a member of a 
capitalist court enfiircing capitalt>tft 
laws, and it is only a que^lion of 
tima when he becomes a capitalist 
in whole ur part, or tise forsakes the 
law entirely.
